Synopsis of Coal 
Mining Regulations 


COAL mining rights of the Domin- 
ion, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta, the Yukon Territory, the Nor- 
th-West Territorics and British Col- 
umbia, may be leased for a term of 
twenty-ong years at an annual ren- 
tal. of $1 an acre. Not more than 
2,560 acres will be leased to one = au- 
plicant. ; 

Application for a lease must be 
made to the Agent of sub-Agent of 
the district in which the rights appli- 
ed for are situated, 

In surveyed territory the land must 
be described by sections and in- un- 
surveyed territory the tract epplied 
for shall be staked out. 

Each application must be accom- 
panied by a fee of $5 which will be 
refunded if the rights applied for are 
not available but not otherwise, <A 
reyalty shall:be paid on the merchan-: 
table output:of the mine at the rate

The United States Patent offlice, at 
Washington D, C., has issued patent 
rights to Mr. CO. LL, Chisholm, musi- 
cal director of Alberta College, cov- 
ering an electro-magnetic long dis 
tance sound recording instrument. 
Among other objects of the inven- 
tioa is one to provide a means where- 
by a telephone message finding no 
one at the receiving end,’ wiil re- 
cord itself automatically and speak 
the message as given on return of the 
person wanted, [tis still further to 
be utilized in train despatching where 
the receiving end can have the mes- 
sege verifled if any doubt exists af- 
ter receiving the orders, reducing the 
chances of accidents to a minumum, 
and Icaving a permanent record of 
the message as sent, and will repeat 
itself ad. lib, the instrument being 
practical for telephone or telegraph, 

In buisness transactions over the 
telephone it will record the speakers’ 
voice without bis knowledge, For 
dictation to a distant stenographer 
it Will leave its messnge and repeat it 
agsoften as desired, One of the main 
objects called for the patent is the 
recording of soloists, singers, violin 
ists, orchestras, &c., direct from the 
concert hall to the distant laboratory.
